AMERICA AND EUROPE. 
during the latter 
part 
of last week 
* events moved swiftly and in such a way as 
j to Carry conviction to Europe that America 
was coming swiftly with a definite, far­ 
reaching and well worked out plant to the 
aid'of that bewildered continent. Clearly 
. expectations have 
been raised to a high 
point. 
Now it is said in Washington that 
1 there is grave anxiety there because these 
expectations are greatly exaggerated and 
l a dangerous reaction is feared, when the 
i truth is realized abroad. 
That truth, ac- 
| cording to this view, is that, while the ad- 
t ministration has decided that action is nec- 
* essary, it does not yet know what action to 
| take and has so far decided on nothing. 
Whatever action is taken, it is said, will 
fall so far short of what Europe expects 
that it is feared the disappointment there 
I may have serious results. 
It would seem that there are too many 
, concrete things to worry about to spend 
3 much time worrying over these psycho- 
, logical problems. 
The psychology of Eu- 
J rope is too complex a subject to be master- 
< ed in a hurry; but the chances are that 
] America’s action, provided it is a definite 
j step in the right direction no matter how 
€ far short it be of a panacea, will be hailed 
with joy in those quarters which have been 
I hoping for American intervention and with 
distaste and resentment in those quarters 
where American intervention is not de- 
* sired. 
* 
That there will be a good deal of the lat- 
* ter feeling is altogether probable. 
The 
^French military party which wants to seize 
I* the Ruhr is not going to welcome America’s 
* appearance upon the scene. On the other 
I hand, it will be welcomed in England and 
. probably in Germany, and there is little 
likelihood of a harmful wave of disappoint- 
] ment in either country, due to the limited 
character of our intervention. 
It will be 
realized that the first step is all important. 
The British, at least, are not the kind to 
, give way to despair 
if the 
first step is 
I somew hat cautious provided it is a real step 
Jin the right direction—that 
is, 
towards 
j genuine American participation in the ef­ 
fort to solve the European problem.

EXCESSIVE NATIONALISM. 


From the S t Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Lord Curzon, British foreign minister, 
condemns the proposed mass migration of 
Greeks from Turkey and of Turks from 
Greece as “a bad and vicious solution” of 
the political Near East problem. Approxi­ 
mately 400,000 Greeks and 350,000 Turks 
will be forced to leave home and holdings 
which have been their or their forefathers’ 
for hundreds and in some cases thousands 
of years. Such compulsory migration will, 
it is forseen, cause untold suffering, dis­ 
ease, death and the breaking down of ex­ 
isting economic conditions over a wide 
stretch of territory. 
And for what? 
Simply that a so-called 
natural boundary, in this case the Aegean 
Sea, shall divide Greek from Turk, al­ 
though, without interference from political 
or religious fanatics, this mass of men, wo- 
men and children would continue to live in 
a reasonable state of peace 
with 
their 
neighbors, trade with each other and slow- 
ly, but surely, learn to respect and at least 
endure each other. It would seem that, 
without governmental interference, people 
who have lived side by side for centuries 
could so live, with profit, for an indefinite 
period in the future, until education and as­ 
sociation had wiped out all serious causes 
for disagreement. 
What but fear and prejudice could de­ 
cree that seas or ranges of mountains or al­ 
most impassable rivers should be the future 
boundaries of peoples long associated and 
settled? 
And w*ho but the leaders of the 
peoples are responsible for fostering such 
conditions of prejudice 
and 
fear? 
But 
there are not enough 
so-called 
natural 
boundaries to so separate the nations whose 
leaders are afflicted with nationalism gone 
mad. Are we, then, to resort to the ancient 
practice of building wralls to keep humanity 
in vast pens for fear of aggression, in these 
days of economic interdependence, to say 
nothing of the future growth of aviation 
making such walls ridiculous? 
This proposed mass migration, if carried 
into effect, will be one of the great trage­ 
dies of the ages. Civilized nations oppose 
it with all their moral force. 


THE SHIP BILL AND ITS PILOT. 
Two or three w*eeks ago the country was 
led, or pertnitted, to understand that Presi­ 
dent Harding had decided upon a new or­ 
der of things at Washington. The election I 
had convinced him, it was said, that the 
country had lost confidente in the congress 
and that there was nothing for him to do j 
but exert an active and energetic leader-1 
ship in legislative affairs, which he had up 1 
to that time refrained from exerting be­ 
cause he did not believe in “Czarism.” It 
was said that the president would thence­ 
forward consider himself the leader of his 
party in congress and that the first task | 
which he would undertake in this capacity 
would be the piloting of the ship subsidy 
bill to enactment.

ATTENTION OF 
SOVIETS GIVEN 
TO FINANCES 


Unification Is Urged By 
Commisar 
of 
The 
Allied Republics. 


By the Associated Press. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—The all-Rus- 
soviet congress at its session yester­ 
day heard reports concerning the fin- 
ancal situaton, taxes and industry, to 
which questions the various govern­ 
ment departments are giving much 
attention because of recent events. 
M. Sokolinkoff, 
the 
acting com­ 
missar, was the principal speaker. He 
asserted he was not prepared to pre­ 
sent the budget for 1923 because of 
the unstable condition of the ruble 
and declared that the depreciation of 
the ruble and the budget deficiency 
had necessitated a further Issuance 
of paper money with the result that 
the currency had not yet been stabil­ 
ized. 
As one of the means for overcom­ 
ing the deficit, M. Sokolnikoff recom­ 
mended a change in the tax system, 
asserting that he thought it best to 
shift from a tax-in-kind for the peas­ 
ant to a monetary tax. He suggested 
that the change be brought about 
gradually so as to prevent confusion 
and hardships among individuals. 
M. Stalin, commissar of national 
minorities, urging unification of the 
allied republics, announced that cur­ 
tailment of the soviet army to 600,000 
men had already begun. 
He asserted, however, that owing 
to the fact that there was still danger 
from outside attack because of un­ 
settled 
conditions, 
Russia 
should 


have a strong, unified army for pro­ 
tection. 
The commissar asserted that an­ 
other cause calling for unification of 
soviet republics into a single social­ 
istic federation was 
the 
economic 
situation, Inasmuch as nearly all of 
Russia’s resources had been exhaust­ 
ed. 
The small autonimous republics, 
he said, could not exist without Rus­ 
sia proper, and on the other hand, 
Russia could not satisfactorily rees­ 
tablish her national life withont her 
combined support. 
The present fin­ 
ancial condition of the country nec­ 
essitated unlficaton, he asserted. 
There was no opposition to the uni­ 
fication proposal and it was suggest­ 
ed that a special congress be called 
to make the plans a reality. 
Sokolnikoff, 
emphasizing the Im­ 
portance of the tax question, cited 
figures showing that from January, 
1922 to September the state collected 
taxes totaling 35,000,000 gold roubles, 
which amounted to only 28 kopecks 
per head, or one-twentieth of the pre­ 
war figure. 
M. Bogdanoff, chairman of the su­ 
preme economic counsel, reported 
upon the state of affairs in Industry 
and commerce which, he said, had 
shown good 
results, 
justifying the 
new 
economic 
policy. 
Commerce, 
Bogdanoff said, had suffered heavy 
losses because of lack of capital and 
the unsettled conditions of the cur­ 
rency. 
The 
speaker 
asserted that 
private cap*tal is taking small part In 
production and that a number of fac­ 
tories leased to private enterprise 
and those being nationalized were in­ 
significant. 
He offered resolutions favoring the 
attraction of foreign capital for the 
meal Industries which, he said, the 
government cannot establish by its 
own means.

Rail Strike Unlikely. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 
27.—In entering 
the year 1923, the nation need 
not 
fear the likelihood of another gener­ 
al railroad strike. 
Minor labor troubles may occur on 
individual roads, and the year will 
not be of absolute peace in the rail­ 
road Industry, but barring some en­ 
tirely unforseen rontingencv, 
there 
will be no strike approaching 
the 
proportions of the shopmen’s strike 
last summer. 
This opinion is practically

mous among railroad union officials, 
railroad executives and members of

beyond predicting 
an era of peace none of these offic­
